Artesian water warmed to 
78 degrees is flewing un- 
aided at the rate.of 5,500 
gallons per hour from the 
bore at Cherry Lake. 

By air lifting, this flow 
has been increased to 42,000 
gallons per hour but test 
pumping has been delayed. 

The pump required by the

AMENDMENTS 


Further amendments to 
the Uniform Building Regu- 
lations have been gazetted. 


_ Following are some of the 
items of major importance 
listed in condensed form. 
Ceiling heights in dwel- 
lings may row be of an 


average height of 8'0" but 
net less than 70” in any 
part. 

An enclosed veranda or 
porch which extends over 
any room containing win- 


dows providing the natural 
light to the room, may not 
exceed 100° max. width. 

(A standard width was not 
Previously determined). 

Every floor area or bal- 
cony or patio more than 
22%" above an adjacent 
area on the ground shall be 
provided with a balustrade 
or guard 30” in height. 

Toilet facilities shall be 
readily accessible for use 
bv patients attending medi- 
cal or dental surgeries or 
consulting rooms.
